Order 2011 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Essex County Council has made the above Order under 
Section 14(1) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984. 

EFFECT OF THE ORDER: To introduce a temporary 50mph restriction on both carriageways of 
the A127 from its junction with the A176 to a point approximately 400m east of its junction with 
Cranfield Park Road in the interests of public safety due to ongoing highway works 
The Order will come into operation on 26 August 2011 and may continue in force for 18 months or 
until the works are completed whichever is the earlier. 

The Essex County Council (A127 Southend Arterial Road) (Temporary Clearway) Order 2011 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Essex County Council has made the above Order under 
Section 14(1) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984. 

EFFECT OF THE ORDER: To introduce a temporary no stopping restriction on the footway or 
verge of both carriageways of the A127 Southend Arterial Road in the District of Basildon between 
the junction with the Southend bound on-slip from the A176 and its junction with the off slip to the 
A132 in the interests of public safety due to ongoing highway works 

The Essex County Council (Basildon District) (Permitted Parking Area and Special Parking Area) 
(Consolidation) Order 2008 shall be temporarily amended insofar as it relates to the Clearway, 
restrictions detailed in this Notice 

The Order will come into operation on 2 September 2011 and may continue in force for 18 months 
or until the works are completed, whichever is the earlier.

Alternative Route will be via Hardings Elms Road, A129 & Gardiners Lane and vice versa
